The fate of the Dresden, the last 
of the squadron of five German cruis- 
ers under Admiral Count Von Spee 
which was defeated by the British 
Vice-Admira! Sir, Frederick Sturdee’s 
squadron off the Falkland Islands. 
December 8. seems still to be a matter 
of conjecture. Dispatches from 
Buenos Ayres reported that the Dres- 
den was stranded at Puerto Gallegos, 
while a Vatparaiso. Chile, dispatch 
by way of Loncon. said tnat the Dres- 
den had taken refuge in an Inlet on 
the coast of Patagonia, while the last 
dispatch says she is believed to have 
been sunk. 

Tr the recent engagement, accord- 
ing to the official report, the German 
cruisers Gneisenau, Scharnhorst, 
Leipzig and Nurnberg were sunk, The 
Dresden made her escape towards the 
end of the engagement in the ‘direc- 
tion of the Strait of Magellan and 
was pursuei by the British. 


With the reported destruction of 
the Dresden om the Argentine coast, 
the only German cruiser at large on 
the high seas today is the Karisruhe.

Rome, Dec. 11.—An_ incident of 
considerable gravity has occurred st 
Hodeiba, a seaport of Arabia, on the 
Red Sea, 100 miles northwest of
